The  accompanying  pictures  give  but  a  faint  hint  of  the 
flve-fold  glories  of  the  Evergreen  Bittersweet.  In  the 
first  place,  it  is  evergreen,  and  therefore  has  an  obvious 
advantage  over  deciduous  vines  in  being  beautiful  365 
days  of  the  year,  instead  of  two  weeks  or  seven  months. 

Secondly,  it  is  very  accommodating  as  to  soils,  climate, 
exposures;  is  easy  to  grow;  and  will  trail  over  the  ground 
or  climb  to  the  noble  height  of  30  feet. 

Thirdly,  it  has  an  immense  advantage  over  ivy,  in  be¬ 
ing  much  hardier,  growing  20  feet  high  in  New  England 
where  ivy  can  be  grown  only  as  a  ground-cover. 

Fourthly,  its  superb  red  fruits,  which  closely  resemble 
those  of  our  common  wild  bittersweet,  seem  divinely  ap¬ 
pointed  to  redeem  our  American  winters  from  their 
bleak,  ugly  and  cheerless  moods.

And  it  would  only  be  anticipating  by  a 
hundred  years  what  will  surely  happen,  for  it  is  hardly 
possible  that  the  world  holds  any  plant  with  greater 
power  to  transform  a  house  into  a  home.  As  in  England 
every  home  and  every  church  is  enriched,  dignified  and 
enobled  by  ivy,  so  every  American  home  will  come  to  be 
connected  so  closely  with  the  Evergreen  Bittersweet  that 
it  will  be  impossible  to  think  of  one  without  the  other.— 
Wilhelm  Miller,  in  the  “Garden  Magazine.”  Novem¬ 
ber,  1912.
